When the "Skipper" left, the day 
was breaking, with storm-clouds over- 
head.

; A Young Fellow's Experience. 

■ We'sailed away, and in » few days' 
reached Angi-a Pequena. It- -was a (•■ 
very queer place— no'trees-or'-grass to 
he-seen, nothing, bnt sand. '" We landed 

In . the desert On ■ Saturday, afternoon, 
too late to draw rations, and, as 
_none were issued on Sundays; we bad 
to do the best- we could till the Mon- 
day !'■ The transport riding for which 
we had; signed on, was terrible work, 
scarcely any -water was ' obtainable, 
■and we had. to tramp day after, day; 
•through the sand. There are no v 
roads there, as the wind moves the 
sand from ■ place to place.' It was 
pitiful to see the- poor oxen lying by, 
hundreds everywhere, killed: by hun- 
ger and thirst. Then the. military, 
band would not g've us proper tims 
to prepare and eat our own. food— all 
we were able to do was to put a little 
meal In some water over, a fire, with- 
out salt,, and eat is as soon as -it got 
a little bit. warm, till at last,: lumps 
of raw meat; began to stick in .my. 
throat. After a-whlle the oxen were' 
replaced by mnleB, - bnt these were 
even more- troublesome to us, as they, 
used to capsize the carts or go astray 
in the bush- when outepanned. . . ' •, • 

When we got to Keetmanshqep; I lay 
under a waggon' and', thought of 
"Heme, Sweet- Home," and a few , 
weeks afterwards I again boarded the 
steamer anil returned ■ to Gape Town. 

I wandered about from .-place to _ 
place, and !went to The Army meet- 
ings time after time,: but one- day ir* 
Bloemfontein, in the 'little 1 Hall now; - 
used as the Men's Shelter,- I yielded: 
to the strivings of the Spirit, and- ■ 
started 'to serve God. I- had been, 
faithful in ■ the service of Satan,, and ' ■ 
made up my. mind to he faithful for, , 
the Lord. It is my determination to

A Gathering of Toronto Bandsmen Addressed by the Commissioner — A Review of Seme 
of the Causes that Led to the Development of S, A. Bands. 




AST Wednesday evening the Commissioner met the Bandsmen 
ot the Queen City Corps. One hundred anil sixty Salvation 
Army musicians and th ir Officers assembled iu tlie Council 
Chamber oi tlie Temple for a conversazione. They nto. 
drank, and chatted with all the abandon and good feeling that 
characterises Salvationists, and then Eat and listened with iu- 
tcHigcnt and unvarying interest to the Commissioner for two hours, while 
he talked to there si the privileges, the responsibilities and the honour of 
their high calling. The writer sat up hi the nlo.troi-m, ;u>;i gazed =1:331 that 
audience with admiration and gratitude- There were a few whose upper 
lips were shaded with down; there were yet fewer whose hair was 
■ ■blanched white with age, as the snovs on Mount Sir Donald; but Tor the 
most part they were all in the bloom or splendid young manhood, their 
bright eyes and clear skins telling of clean lives and wholesome conditions, 
and with their fed tunics and bright facings, they presented a sight good 
to look upon, Mid these ItiO Bandsmei, who belong only to The Salvation 
Army Corps in the City of Toronto. 

la Harmony with God. 

The Commissioner began by reminding them how important they are 
to the movement, inasmuch as music ami song plays such a p rominent part 
In the warfare of The Salvation Army. Thus they were to a larse extent 
responsible for each other, and should work, not only for harmony hi their in- 
strumentation, but should have perfe t harmony in their organisation— a 
harmony with God's will and purposes. The only way to ensure harmony 
In that eense was to have much or the Spirit' of Christ, and to encourage 
that which promoted a holy influence. There was a Bandsman who was 
not a great musician, but was a good Holy Ghost man; It was suggested 
that for the sake Of musical harmw h e should lay down his instru- 
ment; but, said that Band, "Nn, he.wn't play well, but lis «.£ pray 
well. ■ Let us keep him for the good influence he is in- tlie Band, ' 

The musicians present showed how mucn -they appreciated -that senti- 
ment by thundering applause. Still, the Commissioner urged upon them 
they must bring their best in music unto the Lord.

There were many striking points in the- Commissioner's add 
were well received, and could not fail to broaden the outlook 01" 
vatlon Army Bandsmen.

And the applause that greeted the sivjsestiou showed how it went home. 

Bandsmen's conduct In the Corps, in their homes. In the prayer meet- 
ings, was all reviewed and commented on in a manner at once iuterustiirj 
and instructive. It was a very pleas nt evening. We wished all the 
Bandsmen in the Territory-could have been present. ^_„„

The Festival referred -to marked the highest development of Salvation 
Army Brass Bands, up to date. Some idea of the ■■ftei't ot this growth 
umy .be gathered rrom the tact that every Sumlay throughout tlie world 
no fewer than twenty thousand Ban. snteti march the public ways, hearing 
in their hands, or upon their manly chests, 110 less than $600,(100 worth of 
instruments and /uuslc. A calculation upon the basis that each Band con- 
tains tweuty-five players, and marches five miles in connection with Its 
open-air work, reveals the fact that foi r thousand miles of streets— amongst 
them the worst thoroughfares of cities — are enlivened every Sunday by 
the sweet strains of "the songs of Moses and the Lamb." 

To those who believe in the elevating power or music this should not 
1 e without significance. 

How the public appreciate- Salvation Army Bands has in several In- 
stances of late In Cauada been shown in a gratifying manner. 

Public Appreciation, 

A certain Corps decided to have new instruments for Its Band, 
and asked the public to subscribe the "needful" The public not only gave 
the money,- but, in a way, insisted thai the instruments should be silver- 
plated. Their wish wr.s . complied vlth, and the Mayor formally presented- 
the Instruments to the Corps. 

At Brandon,: Man., the inhabit; u'.s were desirous that the Band should 
have sliver. instruments, and gave most liberally to the purchase of sixteen' 
new Instruments. On the night of t.l e presentation, which was performed 
by Mr. Williamson, he made the stitement that he wanted The Salvation 
Army. Band: to be the best in the West, and appealed to the audience for 
funds to purchase eleven more instrnnents. This was so much to the lik- 
ing of those present that they raised 5223 on the spot, whereupon the' 
speaker donated an equal amount, M^*""

?*atebele, which is eight feet. high nd beaten by two men, or the Tibetan 
drum recently sold in London, mndo out of. two human skuiis. 

What it was that led to the adoption of the drum as an instrument of 
Salvation -Army ■ warfare is not quite clear. Some old veterans say the' 
niebs and skeleton armies ot old days drowned the singing of the Soldiers.' 
and hroke-un it" 1 '"in!:::, m t' : :it ;kji;u thum- was necessary to let them know 
where the head of the procession w,-s. .Others say that it was used to at- 
tract people when the human voice failed to arrest, attention. ■ Others, 
again, that the Soldiers needed something to enable them to keep step and 
inarch in time. No doubt each of these causes contributed to its general 
use; bat, whatever ihe cause, there Is no doubt that tile drum has by Its- 
nse in The Snlv;itlon Army been made a mighty blessing to many. „ ■'

gegicide at Lisbon. 




TUe terrible news of the assassina- 
tion of the King and the Crown Prince 
of Portugal, has sent "fl thrill of hor- 
ror throughout the civilised world. 
This deed is the climax to a series of 
minor plots which aimed at the over- 
throw . of the Monarchy, and the es- 
tablishment of a Republic. For some 
time past Portugal has been In a state 
of ferment, owing to the stern 
measures taken by the Premier to 
cleanse the country from corruption 
and graft He persuaded King Carlos 
to eonsent to tbe suppression of news- 
papers, the proclamation of martial 
law, the prohibition of public meet- 
ings, and aii sorts of subversions of 
the Constitution. As a result, popular 
indignation was aroimed, and sonic of 
the more violent oE the Republican 
Party determined on desperate meas- 
ures to obtain redress of their griev- 
ances. The late King's youngest son, 
Manuel, has been proclaimed as the 
new ruler, but just how matters will 
■work out is at present uncertain. 

New Sultan Eor Morocco. 

Alulai Hand baa been proclaimed 
Sultan at Fez in place of Abdul Aziz. 
This is due more to a nationalist 
jTinvomeBt than to any organised plot. 
Not long ago Mulal Abdul Aziz ^?rote 
to the ulema of Fez, asking whether, 
in case any Moslem sovereign's power 
became so weakened that he was un- 
able to reassert his authority, foreign 
Christian troops might be called upon 
to 3ld him. The ulema replied that 
such a state of affairs revealed the 
fact that the sovereign had lost tbe 
confidence of the people, and he had, 
therefore, no claim to consider him- 
self the accepted ruler of the country. 
The Sultan tried to bribe the ulema to 

this becoming known to the people, 
they immediately held a meeting, in 
w^lch it was decided to depose Abdul 
Alls and invito Muiai Hafld to accept 
the llu'uiiis. It is expected that every 
tribe and town In Northern Morocco 
will shortly proclaim the new Sultan. 

A Diamond Maker in Gaol. ' 

A trial of rather an unusual charac- 
ter is now . in progress in Paris, 
France, tn which a French engineer 
named Lemolne and a South African 
magnate are the principal figures. In 
1905 Lemolne succeeded in convincing 
the magante that h« had discovered 
the secret of the manufacture of dia- 
monds, and obtained large snms of 
money from him for the purpose of 
carrying on experiments. A test 
eventually tcsk place in the presence 
of the magnate, a crucible bsirs pinccd 
in a furnace made white hot by elec- 
tricity. After some tlnie the crucible 
was withdrawn, and Lemoine dreWout 
a diamond. The magnate, believing 

thRt he V?02 bC-fUS ll^vGZCu UpOU, did 

not- consider the trial conclusive, and 
requested that it should be made again 
in the presence of experts. Lemoine 



refused, sayiug that under those ren- 
ditions his secret would be stolen 
from him, as he would be obliged to 
reveal his formula- In the end, heing 
of opinion that he had been the vic- 
tim of a clever swindle, the ma.=uatj 
lodged a complaint with the police, 
anil Lemoine was arrested. The case 
is puzzling the magistrates. 

A Challenge to Manufacturers. 

At Johannesburg recently Lord 
Selborne presented tbe trophy for the 
beet stope drill, won by the Gordon 
drill. His Excellency said that, what 
ever might be the results of future 
experience, tbe success of the Gordon 
drill was a great step in Uie develop- 
ment of mining machinery. He hoped 
that the drills would provejiiurable and 
economical. The reproach' that' the 
leaders of the mining industry were 
careless, indifferent and backward in 
searching for mechanical appliances 
to take the place of crude labour, was, 
in his opinion, never deserved. A 
challenge was thrown out to the 
world's manufacturers, by Mr. Reyers- 
hacb, to produce a perfect drill by 
January 1st, 1909. He guaranteed fair 
treatment and a prize of $5,0U0 for the 
best instrument. , 

Liqnar Trade in India* ' 

Ordure have recently been issue,; by 
the Indian Government dealing with 
the number, location and licensing of 
liquor shops, ami tne conditions under 
which liquor is to be sold. A maxi- 
mum and a minimum number of shops 
for each municipality or rural area is 
approved. The Government says that, 
while it is impossible to lay aside its 
own responsibility for fixlns the num- 
ber and position of shops, it would be 
glad to see local opinion consulted 
more systematically than at present. 
Local committees are to be set up for 
the piirpose of giving effect to the de- 
claration. Arrangements arc also to 
be made for notifvine nronosed sites, 
with the object of ascertaining any 
loeal objections to them in advance. 
The Government has also directed 
that shops shall bo closed at 9 o'clock 
at night or earlier, that liquor shall 
not be sold to children or intoxicat- 
ed persons, or without special sane, 
tion. to soldiers, police, or railway 
servants on duty, and that no more 
than a specified quantity Of liquor 
shall be supplied to any one family. 
It Is a gcod step, but prohibition 
would be one better. 

The famine in India. 

Measures for the relief of tbe suffer- 
ers by famine in India are being tic- 
t[ V Ajv taken by the Government. In 
the" United Provinces ■ tnere are one 
hundred thousand persons on the re- 
lief works, and over sixty-eight thous- 
and in receipt of gratuitous relief. 

required is extending, but, owing 
partly to demand for labour and partly 
to promptitude . with which measures 



were taken at thi< cutset, signs of dis- 
tress that usually accompany wide- 
spread famine have cot appeared in 
marked form. In Central India the 
numbers on relief workn are 46,843, 
while 3,045 are in receipt of charity. 
In the Central Provinces the distress 
is not yet severe, and It has not been 
found neeessary to open relief works, 
but ample employment is being pro- 
vided to meet slackening of the de- 
mand for agricultural labour, that or- 
dinarily occurs at tbis time of the 
year. The total number of persons in 
receipt of State relief throughout the 
wbole of India is now 223,782. Quite 
a formidable army. Prices continue 
high, and dearness oE food is much 
feit everywhere. 

Icebergs in the Thames. 

The River Thames In Sugland re- 
cently presented a very curious sight, 
anl one which Is very seldom seen. ■ 
From the early morning, when the 
tide hegun to reeede, until late in the 
day, when it rose again, blocks of ice 
"came floating with the stream from 
the higher reaches of the river. All 
day people crowded the bridges and 
the Embankment to watch tbe minia- 
ture Icebergs floating down amongst

ment to the general traffic, but some 
Larges which had been laid up close 
to the banks overnight were caught 
in the ice-floe and held fast. The 
men In charge of the smaller craft did 
all that was possible to keep the 
blocks floating seawards and away 
from the vessels, so as to limit their 
danger as much as they could. The 
staging erected for the widening of 
Blackfriars' bridge was feebound, the 
tide In its recession having piled up 
tiers of ice to tbe height of ahout 
fifteen feet. 

Collapse oE Diamond Industry, 

Owing to the ilnancla] stringency in 
AnieriMt. the dtamoTid mnrVpf- bp"; 
completely coHapsed, and the two 
great South African producing com- 
panies, DeBeers and the Premier, have 
been considering the question of limit- 
ing 'the output while diamonds remain 
practically unsaleable. The men best 
qualified to judge entertain no doubt 
that with caution and co-operation the 
industry will recover from the crisis. 
In tbe meantime the temporary failure 
has a serious bearing on tae public 
finances of the Transvaal, since the 
State is the principal partner In the 
Industry In that Colony. 

New Chinese Railway, 

Railway construction is making 
head « ay is China, and the- Snal con- 
tract for the Tlen-tsin-Yang-tsze main 
line was signed recently by the Chi- 
nese Government and the representa- 
tives of the German-Astatic Bank and 
of tliu Biiutjii and Chinese Corporation. 
An Imperial Edict, sanctioning tbe 
contract, has also heen Issued. There 
wi,!! be a German and a British por- 



tion of the line, Rnd, roughly, two- 
thirds of the capital will be German, 
and one-third British, in proportion to 
the respective lengths of the sections. 
The construction and control are en- 
tirely vested in the Chinese Govern- 
ment, with European chief engineers, 
appointed by the Chinese to advise on; 
construction, and European auditors 
appointed by the German and British! 
groups to watch over the interests oil 
the bond-holders. The Chinese recog- 
nise that such favourable terms have 
never heen obtained before, nor such! 
a clear admission of China's claim to 
control her railways without foreign) 
Interference. ; 

Heartless Women Usurers; 

Recent Investigations In London, 
Enslnnd, have brought to light the ex- 
istence of a band of women usurers^ . 
who have a large percentage ot the 
poor, of London in their power, andj . 
extort interest from them averaging; 
up to 900 per cent. In one Case a, 
charwoman has already paid 51,050 on; 
a loan of S105, and still owes the 
principal. One woman, who commit- 
ted suicide, had paid back $15 of ait 
original loan of $3.50, and when she 
despaired of over discharging the 
uebi, aiid ended hvr life, she still eweel 1 
several dollars In addition to •■the 
principal. The police have discovered! 
that hundreds of womea thrive on ths 
misfortune and ignorance of the poor-,, 
and starving. A crusado has been 
started against thero, and It is to be 
hoped that many will be put In prison. 

Unjust Judges. 

The action of the Californian Court 
of Appeal in setting aside tbe convic- 
tion of ex-Mayor ~ Schmits, of San ,'■ 
Francisco, has ereated nn intense and." 
most painful sensation, and the causa 
of reform In the United States- has: 
suffered the most serious set-back ia 
the recent history of that country- s 
aciimlu, it will he remembered, was ; 
convicted of sharing money which ; 
Abraham Euef had extorted from 5 
French restaurants. The Court gave : 
the extraordinary judgment that Ruef, 3 
in obtaining "fees" from the restaur- f 
ants, was guilty .of no crime, even 
though lie divided the £eea wltn! 
Scbjn'tz. Schniltz was therefore dis- 
charged. There are many other 
charges against the two men, but the 
chances are that both will obtain theic 
liberty.

Route to Cemetery-rBrolhers Lowered Into Frost- 
Bound Graves 




VERY sad fatality oc- 
urred at Toronto June- 
ion on January 25tb, 
vhen two of our Soldiers 
met their death under 
particularly distressing 
circumstances. Serseant James Pellatt 
and his brother Willie were missed 
from the meetings on Sunday, so some 
friends went to discover the reason, 
and to their horror they found the 
elder brother lying dead on the floor, 
and the younger lad gasping for 
breath on a . lounge. Both had heen 
overcome by the fumes of gas fro;n 
the stove. Medical aid Jas summon- 
ed,, but nothing could be done, and 
in a few hours Willie breathed his 
last. Captain Jones was with Mm to 
the end, and on asking him if Jesus 
was precious to him. a heavenly smile 
of peace lit up his face, and trying to 
gasp out "yes," he relapsed into un- 
consciousness. 

Brother Pellatt was a great admirer 
of the War Cry, and a very successful 
boomer; during the last week of his 
life on earth, be sold 115 copies. 

The following touching account of 
the funeral was written by a reporter 
of the Toronto Evening "Telegram:" — 

"The frost-hound earth of Prospect 
Cemetery was opened yesterday to 
receive into its cold embrace the 
caskets which contained the hodi.es of 
James and William Pellatt, the broth- 
ers, whose lives were tragically cut off 
last Monday by poisonous coal gas. 
James was but 26 years of age, his 
brother a lad of 15. The two caskets 
were conveyed to the little Hall on 
Herhert Street, where a simple but 
strangely Impressive service was con- 
ducted by members of The- Salvatioa 
Army. Two of their comrades were 
dead and they mourned their loss. 
Long before the hour appointed for 
the service had arrived, the little 
building was crowded with sad-faced 
men and women who spoke In whis- 
pers. At two o'clock the caskets were 
carried in and placed near the plat- 
form — a solemn bush fallinc over fhp 
sorrowing friends as the bodies passed 
down the aisle. 

Bible On Coffin. 

On each casket a simple wreath had 
been laid. You see, they were almost 
strangers in a strange land. On that 
of the elder brother and comrade, his 
well-worn Bible rested — a silent testi- 
mony unto the life he had lived. They 
were Soldiers, were these two, James 
having served his Mnster night and 
day; the boy following closely in his 
footsteps. The sliver trumpet band 
was there, sad the flag ul "Blood and 
Fire" drooped at half-mast bound with 
white rlhbon. On the arrns of the 
comrade pall-bearers too, there was a 
circlet of snowy ribbon. All else was 
plain, the people lowly, Ihe grief sin- 
cere. Tile races oi strong men were 
drawn and white, those of the women 
stained by tears. 
Canada- At Last! 

From the first, and until the actual 
day of the tragedy, the experiences of 
the two brothers were not unique. 
Two years ago, the elder of the two, 
strong In body, healthy in mind. God- 
fearing fn heart, bade his loved ones 
gocd-hyc, and filled with the fancies 
common among dwellers in the old 
lnnd, he braved the terrors of the 
mlgbty deep. As the days^passed by, 
the land of his birth receded — Canada 
the laud of promise, drew nigh. He 
landed, as thousands of other English- 
men have landed, bubbling over with 
buiit: u.ud wuiidtjuce for the future. 
His task was hard, but he faced It 
bravely, and as time went on, his 
labours showed promise of reward. In 
his work for God he never tired. His 
enthusiasm in the work of saving 
souls made him pccuUar-7'ecccntrlc,': 
one speaker called it yesterday. But 



that was only a human characteristic. 
His spirit communed daily with the 
Author of all wisdom and his work 
prospered. 

Time went on, and the sanctified 
love of a woman's heart was hestowed 
upon him, and the foundation of a 
little home laid. Into it he was to 
lead his bride. Hand-in-hand they 
were to face the uphill work of life. 

But a cruel fate intervened; and, in 
the fatal guise of poisonous gas, it 
choked the lire out of James Pellatt, 
and broke a young girl's heart.

Befora the tragic ending came, how- 
over, the bright-faced little brother 
arrived, inrtey with sweet new:; from

the windows of her mind she could 
seo a tragic scene. 

"On Monday," she went bravely on, 
"we were at Will's bedside, looking 
upon that painful battle for life. And 
a comrade leaned- over the little chap 
and said to him, 'Will, is Jesus pre- 
cious to you now ?' Oh, how he was 
suffering!: He tried hard to Bpeak, 
hut his lips were sealed. A faint 
smile was bis only answer" .

reduced to clay. 

Ready to Go. 

Tne sweet-voiced \japiain Jones re' 
joiced to know that both had been 
ready to meet God. She had never 
met a Soldier more willing and ' ready 
to do the work of the Master than 
James Pellatt. And with choking 
voice she told of the little boy stand- 
ing up last Saturday night, and de- 
claring in his' manful little manner 
that "I want lo live for God." "He 
did live for God," said the speaker, 
"and is now with God.' 

"Amen !" "Praise the Lord," came 
up from bowed heads In the congre- 
gation. 
"Well Done I"

India's Famine Peril 

WIDESPREAD DISTRESS IN 
POOBEfi DISTRICTS. 
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HARD ON THE POOR. 

The excessive cold and heavy snow- 
falls that the country has been ex- 
periencing recently has quickly 
brought into prominence the needs of 
those who, during the Ulster, find 
their occupation gone. The snow., 
while it perhaps makes work for a 
few, does certainly tie up the hulk of 
human Industries, and espscfaily is 
this the case during the present finan- 
cial depression. The generosity, both 
private and municipal, that the tem- 
porary distress has called forth 
has been very marked, and we 
think that in Toronto, the Board 
of Control, In allocating a sub- 
stantial sum and making three bodies 
with the most efficient organisation 
their almoners, each body to minister 
to a clearly defined section of the 
community — has adopted a very wise 
policy, iuasiuucti as, if each confine 
themselves to their allotted district, 
this system prevents over-lapping— a 
great desideratum in such a matter. 
By means of Its Corps, its Homes, its 
Social Institutions, The Salvation 
Army is doing a good work in reliev- 
ing distress.

Though not as yet officially recog- 
nized, certain districts of India, owing 
to the failure of the autumn crops, 
are already In the grip of want, wbUe 
over others the dreaded famine cloud 
hangs with portentous nearness. 

In the Territories where The Sal- 
vation Army Is at work and which 
are affected by the distress, there Is 
a population of some forty millions. 
These districts include Gujerat and 
West India, Marathl, the Punjab, and 
North India. In some of them the 
misery is as acute as it has been any 
time during the past -twenty years. 

Commissioner Fakir Singh (Booth- 
Tucker) In reports to International 
Headquarters, gives graphic details of 
the lamentable and alarming condi- 
tion of things. "The prospects,'\ he 
says, "seem truly appalling. After a 
good beginning, there has been a 
sudden and total failure of the mon- 
Boon In the Punjab, United Provinces, 
Central India, and to a less degree in 
Gujerat and the Marathl country. 
Food Is already at famine prices. 
Shipments of grain from Karachi 
have been practically stopped. Not 
aziy ia the autumn crop in vaBt tracts 
a total failure, hut the Spring sowings 
have been prevented through the 
hardness of the ground. 

"From hundreds of Corps plteoua 
appeals are already reaching us from* 
our own Soldiers; and this Is only 
the beginning. What it will he a little 
later, no one can imagine." 

The spread of the evil is unavoid- 
able, for famine prices extend to the 
non-famine areas, as the grain mer- 
chants raise prices to prevent export 
of grain, and, of course, to make 
money, on this aspect of tbe mat- 
tor Licui.-Coionel TeJ Singh (Frfed- 
richs) writes: — 

"At present the terrible famine 
which especially affects North India 
and the Eastern Punjab, in a severe 
manner, hinders us greatly in the

Recognising the urgent need, and 
that the cry for help cannot be nU 
lowed to go unheeded, the Chief cf 
the Staff decided to open an Indian 
Distress Fund. The Army has never' 
been; backward In. coming to the alii-.

SHE Salvage Department, 

Tmj which has been created 
|gi by the Commissioner to 
H meet, the needs of emer- 
gency cases of distress, 
Is iu full swing, and will 
be a veritable boon to several classes 
of the indigent 

Perhaps there is no ciasB of poor 
who suffer i?q msch physical Iiuruship 
as the single man who is "down and 
out" 

■ The married out-of-work, althongb 
he may have little muuths to feed, has a 
heme, a shelter. Insufficient though it 
may be, yet it is better than nothing. 
But the homeless man who has 
neither money nor friends has nothing. 
He has to tramp the streets ail night, 
or seek what shelter he may find. 

There are comparatively few of this 
class In Toronto, but stlii there are 
some, and the Salvage Works are 
designed to meet their case. The 
accommodation is alresdy nearly tak- 
en "Up, and will soon have to be in- 
creased. 

It meets another class. Clothes will 
wear out In winter as well as summer; 
there are also household requisites, 
such as Etoves, etc., that are ladis- 
penslhlc-. The Salvation Army Sal- 
vage Works will enable the poor to- 
purebase these things cheaper' thairi 
they dreamed of. '■' "' ' iL ' ' 

We will descrihe- this- institution;' 
and how it helps the poor: 

The premises, which were originally 
a factory, possess a very extensive 
basement, in which is located the 
boiler for beating the Institution, 
. under the eharge of a marine fireman 
who found himself stranded in Toron- 
to, and consequently found the Sal- 
vage a port in a storm. 

This basement is also devoted to the 
papeivsorting, and provides employ- 
ment for a number of men, who would 
otherwise be foodless, and houseless, 
and workless. 

The benevolent In Toronto who have 
large quantities of waste paper, would 
render great assistance to the dis- 
tressed by phoning for the Salvage 
waggon to come and take away their 
waste, as paperaorting affords work 
which any unskilled man can be em- 
ployed upon, and as will be readily 
imagined, those who are tnost in seed 
are of the unskilled class. 

On the next floor, are the sales- 
rooms. Fronting Queen Street, is a 
large space devoted ehlefly to second- 
hand clothing. Here, almost at any 
hour of the day, may be found wan- 
looking mothers hunting amongst the 
stacks of clothing for pants for Tom- 
my, a frock for Lizzie, a great coat for 
father, and, let us hope, a dreBB. for 
mother. We hope they get great 
bargains, Jor pretty certain it, is, that 
if they don't get what they want at 
the Salvage Store, their purses will 
not admit qf_a visit to the city's De- 
partment stores. 

The Army has at the present Ume, 
a number of Officers employed in re- 
lief work, and when a deserving case 
In need of clothing Is met with, the 
Omcer gives the family a. allp which 
when presented "at the Salvage Insti- 



tution, entitles the bearer to a bundle 
of clothing, boots, rubbers, etc., free 
of eharge. In this way much practical 
relief is distributed at very little cost 
to deserving cases of distress. 

Passing through a doorway, we em- 
erge upon a large floor, whereon is 
deposited In long rows, stoves, tables, 
chairs, and bedsteads, and ali kinds 
of furniture, in almost every conceiv- 
able state of disrepair. Here certainly 
are bargains to he made. One end of 
the floor is fitted up as a joiner's shop, 
where the furniture is repaired. Here 
work men, either mending, or sorting 
the furniture, or sorting out left-bff 
clothing. Ail came to The Army be- 
seeching temporary employment, by 
which they could earn food and lodg- 
ing to tide them over the Winter. In 
every case where possible, this was 
granted, and for the timely reiief the 
men are most grateful. 

On the third floor are located the 
sleeping and living rooms. 

The Bleeping room Is a spacious 
apartment capable of accommodating 
thirty beds: at present there arc 
twelve, the whole looking as fresh 
"and sweet as new point, clean linen, 
and white-wash c-au msko it. Tho 
room is airy, and well lighted. 

Personal cleanliness Is well catered 

for. Baths and wash basins are ample 

and inviting. The lavntories are laid 

out on the most approved sanitary 

■' principles. 

The kitchen is supplied with ail that 
is necesary for good cooking, and the 
menu is sufficient and varied. The ■ 
conk — nn experienced man, priues 
himself on the changes he Is able to 
give the men. 

From the kitchen to the dining 
room, and thence to the smoking room. 
Here, the men, when their work 
hours are finished, can sit and smoke 
and read. Amongst the waste paper 
there' Is ft large assortment of period- 
ical literature, in addition to which 
they are supplied with .The Army's 
publications. 

It will thus he- seen, that hy the 
utilisation of the ieft-off stuff, which 
those who give are glad to get rid of, 
a lot of people are clothed, and a num- 
ber of the class far which not much 
provision is made are housed, fed and 
c!nd. 

It is the aim of The Army, not only 
to feed and bouse the men, hut to have 
them fully prepared in the way of 
clothing, tools, etc., for work, when 
it Bhali he forthcoming. 

The hnlldlng, which has been taken_ 
on a Tease, has cost $2,000 to make 
pleasant and suitable for the men 
to work and live Iu, and three vans and 
teams havo had to be purchased. It 
will thus be seen that a considerable 
outlay has been made, hut the. Com- 
missioner hopes that tho citizens of 
Toronto and the adjacent, towns will 
come to the Army's help In this matter 
by expressing (carriage paid) parcels 
of^ clothing and other goods that can 
be disposed of. It !» hoped to make 
the Institution self-supporting, and if 
there should be any surpluB It will go 
to our general Social Work. 
Toronto cftlaens arc requested to 



let The Army know either by rscst- 
card or telephone, Main 6953, If they 
have waBte material of ; any kind, at 
their homeB. If they hnve, The Army 
will call for it. Here's a list of what 
is desired: Clothing, for men, women 
and children, furniture, stoves, ragi, 
rapes, hottles, magazines, newspapers, 
junk of all kinds,- food and groceries; 
In fact anything you don't need that's 
worth carting nway. 

Lieut.- Colonel Pugmlre, . Secretary 
for Penitentiaries and Prisons, Is in 
charge af the work, and he is assist- 
ed by Brigadier Thomas Collier, or 
the Men's Social Department, who has 
the Salvage under his especial care. 



Gbiel Secretary's Notes 

The Commissioner has given a large 
amount of time and attention during 
the past week to the onjflTilsation Oi 
The Army's systematic Relief Work 
in Toronto; as we have, in conjunct 
Hon with the Catholics and .the House 
of Industry, been asked by the Mayor 
and City . Authorities to investigate 
and relieve cases of distress witbin 
the city limits. , 

Outside the City, the distress is he- 
ing relieved from funds raised by the 
Toronto "Globe" and other news- 
papers. In the distribution of which 
The Army, ns well as a "number 
of Churches are assisting. There 
is also a great deal of good being 
done privately by churches and phil- 
anthropic societies, both within and 
outside of the City limits, so that al- 
though owing to the prevailing finan- 
cial stringency an unusually large 
number of people have been thrown 
out of work, the immediate wants of 
ali are being met. as . they hecome 
known. ;

Officers Wanted. 

The natives of Alaska are n people 
who hunt, fish, log, and do many 
other things to make a living. Espec- 
ially in tlie summer time do they go 
to the salmou fishing, as they are ex- 
perienced in that line or work. Some 
summers they make n nice sum of 
money, while other seasons the catch 
is not as plentiful. It varies also in 
different locations, that Is, in some . 
parts the catch is good, while in others 
the run of salmon is small. 

Generally the native goes home for 
a while just after fishing, and then 
after a few days or so he goes to dry , 
salmon for himself, or may he he 
takes his traps and seeks to catch the 
fur - hearing animals, which of teu 
' brings him in a fat purse. Then lo- 
wardc Christmas, he begins to think 
of getting home, and that is tbe time 
when the uatives can be seen and 
met in their own villages. It was wilh 
this aim In view, that. I set out for . 
An Extensive. Trip Through My 
District. 

My first port of call was Douglas, 
and who should I meet on the boat 
but Sister Mrs. juhlin, all the way 
from Guelpb, going to join her hus- 
band in Douglas. It was nice to have 
a comrade to travel with, and I trust 
that Douglas Corps will greatly benefit 
by her return to the: North. We had 
a very nice meeting at night, nnd two 
souls came to the mercy, seat.. As X 
had to call at Douglas on my return, 
I left on Wednesday for Killisnoo, on 
the S.S.. "Georgia; arriving early 
Thursday morning. Owing to steam: ; 
boat connections, I had to stay here 
for one week, which was put In to 
good account. We had several good 
meetings, with somo nine souls out for 
mercy, also a wedding aud. two child- 
ren dedicated, the rolls were looked 
over, and the other Corps books at- 
tended to. 

The Junior Work claimed our at- 
tention, and on Sundnv afternoon at 
the Company meeting we had. a- very- 
good attendance. Mrs. Kilborh and the 
two sergeants look after the interests, 
of the children. We need a good white 
Officer here, who is willing to do a 
Pttlo sacrifice for the natives-, to bring 
them to God.

|T Is reported by the news- 
papers that the health of 
Sir Henry Campbell- 
B'annerman Is so unsat- 
isfactory- that there is 
great probability of his 
Being unable to iienorm the duties and 
responsibilities connected with his 
Iilgh office of Chief Commoner of Eng- 
land. Some Idea of the work connect- 
ed with the position of a British Prime 
Minister may be gathered from the 
following article: — 

To convey to our readers some idea 
of the labours of a Prime Minister, let 
us suppose that we are taken into his 
etudy one morning . after breakfast — 
We should find Mm seated in an arm 
chair at a loss tabic, — tiefe. was cov- 
ered with despatch boses and books. 
A secretary comes In with a paper 
containing a variety of suggestions, for " 
topics and their treatmnet. Another 
brings a digest of the points in the 
speech of some adversary, with use- 
ful annotations. 

Sir Henry peruses these somewhat 
wearily, and every now and then he 
askes a question, but does not seem to 
take any very great interest In the 
answer., AH the while he is at work 
with a long pencil, striking oat pass- 
ages, and making notes In a queer sort 
of shorthand of his own, wbleh no one 
. else Qould understand. From time to 
time he-asks for facts and figures, and 
someone bas to go off and procure 

'documentary evidence. 

i 
Slow, but Sure. 

One cannot help but be impressed 
by his great patleace, bis love of tie- 
tall, and his great pains to secure ac- 
curacy. When at last the groundwork 
of his speech Is complete, he prefers 
to remain alone while he Is drawing 
up his notes. As he is not a quick 
worker, this process usually takes a 
very long time. Once his notes are 
complete, he proceeds to dictate them 
to. a. shorthand writer. Typewritten 
copies are brought to him, and further 
corrections .are made. 'When at last 
the Sssl notes are ready, quite an 
elaborate process of manufacture has 
been gone through. For a slow work> 
«r like Sir Henry, the labour of pre- 
paring and delivering speeches during 
an autumn campaign would he really 
sufficient to occupy all bis time. But 
as. It is only one out of about a hun- 
dred ot his occupations, it is a stand- 
ing marvel that he manage!; to pull 
through. 
Keeping at It. 

All day long his attention must 
never relax; even meal-times scarcely 
-i^or.j r,a instant'*. n--a,*.i.c; aud iex in- 
to the night, when his temples are 
throbbing, his weary eyes blinking, he 
must still struggle with bis endless 
labours far beyond the limits of his 
physical strength. Talk of the white 
slaves In the sweaters' dens, talk of 
tbe man on the treadmill, relentlessly 
driven on by Implacable machinery; 
talk ahout convicts In the salt mines 
of Siberia ! Even their cruel lot is 
scarcely less endurable than that of 
the aged Premier, whose only task- 
master is a conscientious determina- 
tion to do h|g duty. Yst he never 
complains, his temper is ever unruffl- 
ed^ he is always kind, and considerate, 
an\l courteous. 
Many Interruption*. 

After lunch the Premier turned his

attention to affairs of state, Many In- 
terruptions occurred, however, during 
the afternoon. A servant would come 
in with a telegram or a visiting cand- 
or, a tremendous bundle of co-'sspoad. 
ence. Sometimes again a messenger 
would arrive from His Majesty, or a 
restive colleague wanted to be satisfied 
on some utterly unimportant matter. 
A hundred ond one Interruptions, one 
perhaps worth five minutes' attestlos, 
the other hundred certainly worth no 
attention at all, would force them- 
sp.Ivbo linnn the Premier, and wasts 
many more hours than they actually 
occupied. When one Intruder was dis- 
missed, an.i when, very wearily and 
very laboriously, tbe patient worker 
had got baclc to his previous question, 
and was beginning to natter himself 



that he might now go straight ahead, 
anothe?"'unwelcome messenger ■ v/ttuld 
appear, and the whole trouble would 
have to be gone through again. 
Piles of Letters. 

One of the chief curses of the age 
is the multiplicity of correspondence. 
We are always boasting -about the 
great advance in the convenience? of 
this age, but one of tbe great Incon- 
veniences, from the point of view of 
the statesman, Is the increased facility 
of communications. The mall for the 
Premier arrives in huge sackfuls. Of 
course be has an army of clerks" who 
go through the mass and separate the 
wheat from the chaff. 
The Hardest Task of All. 

Perhaps the task which Sir Henry 
finds most trying of all is that of 
maintaining harmony among his col- 
leagues; but tbls be does in a most 
tactful manner. 

If the public only' knew the inces- 
sant vigilance, the infinite pains, the, 
e'xtravegant flatteries, the trying hu- 
miliations which have been necessary, 
their pity Tor Sir Henry would only 
be surpassed by their, admiration. 
Apart from his work as a peacemaker, 
he has always bad' tbe labour of giv- 
ing practical supervision to every de- 
partment No doubt he has confidence 
■ In tie colleagues he has chosen, but 
It Is Impossible for him to forget that 
a blunder by any subordinate will al- 
ways bo laid at bis door. Unlike most 
English statesmen, he speaks excellent 
French, nnd be know exactly how to' 
set foreigners at their ease. On. tbe 
occasion of a recent visit of French 
deputies, he UeTlvered an excellent 
little' speech in French, which was ob- 
viously spontaneous, and Frenchmen 
wbo know btm are loud In tbeir praises 
of "Sir BanncrmaB."

Same Discouraging Receptions. 

Things were not much better at the 
other Corps Gideon went to. At Tren- 
ton he was greeted at the station by a 
-matt who shouted out; "Satan appeared 
also." On his arrival at tbe Quarters 
he found that all the front windows 
were smashed. The windows of the 
Barracks were also all out, and be had 
to spend the afternoon in fixing up the 
place for the Sunday meetings.
